Associations,

FIGURE BEFORE MAKING LOANS

The Supreme Court of South Carolina
Sustains the Claim of a Georgla
Building and Loan Association.

The building and loan associations
that have been doing business in this
State have been of decided influence in
the money markets. There are hardly
any townsor cities that are without their
building and loan associations, and a
great many places, in addition to having
several home enterprises to loan money
on the building and loan plan, have
foreign agencies. For some time past
there has beon a good deal of litiga-
tion by those who, when they went to
figure up, found that they were paying
more than 6 or 7 or 8 per cent on their
loans, as they had supposed. Some
of the companies were charging as high
a8 12 per cents, and perhaps more, but
it was not exactly in the shape of inter-
est, but was paid in for expenses and
t¢he like. The courts have recentl
held that these contracts with the buil
ing and loan associations are valid, and
that under the regulations of the asso-
ciations the companies do mnot charge
usurious interest. It will therefore be
prudent for anyone going into these
plans to do their ﬁgu.ring before mak-
ing their loans, instead of after getting
the property with the borrowed money.

A second of the cases recently decid-
ed upon this matter, and which deals
more especially with the foreign build-
ing and loan companies, is from Edge-
Eeld county. The Supreme Court ren-
ders a unsnimous opinion, and presents
the entire matter in the opinion of the
court by Justice Gary when it says:

*‘The facts are more particulerly set
out in the decree of his Honor, Judge
Buchanan, from which the pilin!iﬂs
appealed, upon the following excep-
tions: '

1. Because His Honor erred in hold-
ing that the contracts were to be per-

8. C. CROP BULLETIN.

Cotton is Opening Rapidly and Plck-

Avalilable.

The following is the crop bulletin as
issuned by Section Director Bauer for
the week ending Sept Tth:

It is the unanimous opinion of all
correspondents that the cotton crop will

be much smaller than the cordition of
the plant during July and the first two
weeks of August promised. The loss
in condition is greater over the central
and eastern counties where the Aug-
ust squares and young bolls nearly
all dropped off, and where the plant
is, for the most part, appar-
ently dying, with no appearanca ofa
top crop, and where rust was most
prevalent. There is, however, less
shedding and rust this week than last.
Over the western counties, the injury
to the crop was not so marked and many
fields continue to bloom and pnt on
fruit to a limited extent, especially on
late cBtton. Cotton is opening rapidly
and picking is general, with labor
enough available, generally, to keep
cotton picked out as fast as it opens,
except in places where laborers are
scarce, nnd the lint is liable to
damage from storms should
occur, A heavy rainin Union county
damaged open  cotton * materi-
ally, The September picking will be
large and in places include abont

half the crop on stalks. Sea Island cot-
ton continues to look very promising
with little shedding during the last
week.

Corn is maturing rapidly and late
corn is turning out better t antici-
pated.
